They Knew of His Falling | 
—Violent Tendencies Had 
Vanished. 

The manner in which one of Frank 
Falk’s ribs was broken in the City San- 
itarium, causing his death, which is the 
_ fourth recent one from violence at the 
institution, remained a mystery after the 
,Coroner’s inquest Thursday. The ver- 
dict was that Falk, who was 28 years 
old, died from empyema, an inflamma- 
tion of the chest, and that the fracture 
of the second rib, directly over the point 
where the inflammation originated, was 
a contributing cause. 

At the same time, complaint was made 
by relatives of Joseph Koons, a Sani- 
tarium patient, that he was beaten, and 
his face severely bruised. and that he 


has said the injury was inflicted by at- 
tendants. The two cases follow a num- 


«» ber of others in which Sanitarium pa- 


tients have been mysteriously injured. 

In at least three of these previous cases, 

the injuries resulted in death: 
Officials Cannot Explain. 

Dr. G. A. Johns, superintendent of the 
Sanitarium, testified at the inquest in 
_the Falk case that he had made @ 
thorough inquiry, and that Hospital 
Commissioner Shutt, to whom he re- 
ported the case Tuesday, had also in- 
vestigated, but that mothing could be 
learned to show how Falk’s ribs were 


‘ cs Was undér the hallucl- 
nation that he was a great prize fighter 
and a trainer of champions, although in 
fact he was a man of ordinary strength 
and physique. He had a habit of climb- 
ing up on the windows and thrusting 
his arms and legs through the fron grat-] 
ing, and Dr. Johns said he might bave 
fallen and broken the ribs while exer- 
cising in this manner, though no’ one 
seemed to know of such. @ fall. 

Falk had. been at the hospital for 
“two months and a half, suffering from 
paresis. He was active at ‘first, but 
grew rapidly worse of late, and Monday 
he was transferred from the paresis 
ward to the -hospita! division. Dr. A. B. 
Heithays, ‘who examined him there, first 
discovered the fracture of’ a rib, and 
was inélined to believe that two other 
ribs were broken, but the post-mortem. 
examination showed only one. fracture. 

_ Fracture a Recent One, 

Dr. ‘Heithaus snggested that the in- 
jury might “have heen ‘inflicted before 
Falk reached the hospital—possibly in 
the city. hospital. observation. ward, 
where he was a patient for nine days. 
Pr. Johns said ttat; in his opinion, the 
injury was inflicted .at the sanitarium, 
and Dr. Meinhardt, post-mortem phy- 
- gicion, also said the fracture was a re- 
cent one. : 

Dr. James Lewald, in charge of the 
paresis ‘ward, ‘testified. that he knew of 
ne occurrence from’ which the man’s 
injury ‘might have resulted, and ‘that 
none of the attendants or fellow-pa- 
tients, under the closest questioning, 
had said anything which might ——“ 
explain the’ mystery.

STEVENSON FEED, 
WHE REFUSES TD 
PROSECUTE HIM 


Rich .Woman Declines to Testi- 
fy Against Man Alleged to 
Have Taken Her $8000. 


CARESSES HIM IN COURT 





Auto Bandits’ Chauffeur, Out on 
Bond, Will Appear in O’Meara 
Robbery Case Oct. 28. 


Mrs. Nellie Philpot Stevenson formaliy 
declined to testify against her husband, 
Ray E. Stevenson, when he was put on 


trial in Judge Withrow’s court Thurs- 
day on a charge of embezzling $8000 from 
her. Stevenson was the chauffeur for 
the automobile bandits -who . recently 
held up Thomas J. O’Meara, a saloon 
Keeper, and robbed him of $3000. 

A jury had been selected and Steven- 
son took his place near his attorney, 
Jeptha D. Howe. Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Griffin asked Mrs. Stevenson to 
take the witness stand and she did so. 

“Tell the jury the circumstances of 
how you were defrauded out of some- 
thing like $10,000," Griffin said to her. 

‘Wife Declines to Testify. 

“Tt decline to testify against my hus 
band,”’ she replied. 

“Tell the jury whether you were 
robbed of such a sum or whether you 
lost it.’’ 

“T decline to testify against my hus- 
band.’’ 

Griffin ‘appealed to the Court. The 
Judge answered that he had no power 
to compel her to testify. He then or- 
dered the jury to return a verdict of 
not guilty. Stevenson and his wife left 
the courtroom arm in arm. 

Laughing, chatting and exhibiting ev- 
ery evidence of fondness for each other, 
the Stevensons had sat among the spec- 
tators while the preliminaries were dis- 
posed of. Mrs. Stevenson, wearing a 
tight-fitting purple suit and a black vel- 
vet sailor hat with black willow plumes, 
sat with one arm thrown across her 
husband's shoulder. 

Stevenson was fashionably dressed and 
showed no ill effects of his 10-day de- 
tention, which ended Wednesday night, 
when he was released on a $4000 bond. 

Stevensom@ attorney, Jeptha D. Howe, 
declared when the case was called that} 
his client was ready for. trial and had 
been at each of the four other callings. 
The case was continued once by the 
Court and three times at the request 
of the State. 

Griffin then announced that Mrs. 
Stevenson had refused to prosecute her 
husband, but that he was unwilling to 
dismiss the charge on that account. He 
asked the privilege of selecting a jury 
and letting Mrs. Stevenson at least tes- 
tify to the fact. that she did not want 
to prosecute, The request was granted 


and the selection of a jury was begun. 


The Stevensons were married a few 
months ago after a very brief court- 
ship, conducted principally while Mrs. 
Stevenson, then Nellie Philpot, rode in 
a livery automobile operated by Steven- 
son. The bride paid an East St. Louis 
justice of whe peace $100 for performing 
the marringe ceremony, and gave each 
of the w tneses $25, Before the honey- 
moon was over she had Stevenson 
locked up at Hot Springs, Ark., on a 
charge of misusing her funds, 

Later, in. St. Louis, she repeated her 
charges, and began legal action to re- 
cover property she said her husband 
had disposed of illegally. The differ- 
ences, however, were dropped at last, 
so far as the public could judge. 

Mobbery Hearing Oct. 2%. 

Stevenson’s preliminary hearing on the 
robbery charge is set for Oct. 23... He 
nas confessed, the police say, that he 
drove the automobile used by the rob- 
bers who took ‘in broad daylight $3000 
in cash from O'Meara, near Twenty-first 
and Randolph streets, two weeks ago. 
The robbers escaped but the Police got 
the number of the automobile license 
and found ft had been issued to Stev- 
enson.. While a search for Stevenson 
was being made on both sides of the 
river, he walked into the St. Louis 
police headquarters anda surrendered.

With Every Drink. 


WIFE DENIES HIS STORY 





Admits the Mirror Was There, 
but Says She Wasn’t on Night 
Nanied by Roomer.

How Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Norden, 
roomers in the home of Dr. Otto 
Schwer, then at 3400 Pime street, 
watchéd through a mirror ts doctor’s 
wife in another room doing an imita- 
tion, in the presence of a man, of Anna 
Held changing an old toilette for a new 
one in one of her drinking songs, was 
part of the testimony given Wednesday 


in Judge Hitchcock’s Court, where the 
suit of Dr. Schwae to Avqete hia wife, 
Elizabeth, is being tried. 

Norden said that he and his wife oc- 
cupied a room in an ell of the house, 
that was at right angles and on the 
same level with another room. The 
mirror in the other reom was placed so 
that by means of it they could look di- 
rectly into it though they could see 
only a small part of the room itself. 

Had Not Seen Man Before. 

The evening of Sept. 14, 1911, he said, 
while he and his wife were sitting in 
their room they were made aware of 
some person or persons enteripg the 
other room when thé light jvas turned 
on. Looking into the mirror, he says, 
they saw it was the! doctor’s wife and 
@ man whom they had not, seen before 
about the house. 

He was a short, stout man, Norden 
said, and as he went into the room 
kept one hand stuffed into an inside 
coat pocket. The mirror also showed, 
according: to Norden, that Mrs. Schwer 
was carrying two small cups, which she 
put on a table. Then the man with- 
drew his hand from his pocket and 
placed a bottle alongside the cups. Nor- 
den said it looked like a bottle of 
whisky. 

Norden said the mirror showed Mrs. 
Schwer and the man drinking out of 
‘their cups. At the firat quaff, Norden 
said, Mrs. irits bubbled up 
into — ——— to want 
more freedom for breathing, as she 
loosened her gown at the neck. 

As Norden remembered it Mrs. Schwer 
and. the man each drank from their 
cups four times. After each drink, Nor- 
den said, the mirror showed the physi- 
clan's wife making a change in her 
toilette. Norden said he never had seen 
the man again and did not know 
whether he would-be able toa recognize 
him if he did see him. 

Wife Denies Being There. 

Mrs Schwer denied absolutely that she 
had been in’ the room named on the 
night in question. 

‘‘Well, there’s a mirror in the room, 
isn’t there? she was asked on cross-ex- 
amination, 

“Yes,”” she answered. . 

“And a cluster of gas lights’ hanging 
in the center of the room?’ 

at ang 

“And when the lights are “turned on. 
the mirror would show the futniture to 
persons in the room in which Mr. and 
Mrs. Norden were?’’ 

“T’ do not know that it would,’’ Mrs. 
Schwer replied heatedly. ‘I change the 
furniture about in the rooms every time 
I clean house and I clean house every 
two or three days. I do not know what 
position the tnirror was in the night of 
Sept. 14 and I do not know whether it 
would show anything in the other room 
“anyhow,” 

Dr. Schwer previously testified his 
wife was jealous of him, accused him of 
making love to his patients, and wanted 
him to give up all his women patients 
because she thought he*was planning to 
leave her for a younger woman. He 
said she had caused scenes in his office 
at Vandeventer avenue and Olive street, 
and on the street when she found him 
talking to women patients. 

Says He Wanted Her to Die. 

Mrs. Schwer said she had good cause 
for her jealousy, that the doctor ad- 
mitted that he was going to leave her 
for a younger woman. She admitted 
she had told a nurse at the Centenary 
Hospital that the doctor had sent her 
there to be operated on in the hope 
that she would die and that he told her 
he was “disgusted, very disgusted,” 
when she came out of the — suc- 
cessfully. 

“I didn’t want to be — — on,” 
Mrs. S8Schwer testified, “but Dr. 
Schwer insisted. 

“"You’ve got to be operated on: 
you'll never be all right until you 
get the knife,’ he told me. 

“While I was still at the hospital 
he told me about the other woman he 
was going to get, and.he said he 
wasn’t going to wait until I died, 
either. He promised me. if:I would let 
him get a divorce he would pay me 
$1 a day for the rest of my life,”

cause of Lack of Evidence, 


Prosecuting Attorney Howard Sidener, 
tepublican candidate for «Circuit At- 
torney, discussed with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday the case’'of John J. 
Kennedy, Democratic committeeman 
from the Bighth Ward, who was arbi- 
trarily freed by Sidener after the grand 
jury had returned an indictment charg- 


jing Kennedy with selling liquor with- 


out a lHeense in a lid club at 1434 St. 
Ange avenue. The Kennedy case was 
cited by Sidener’s Democratic opponent, 
former Judge Thomas B. Harvey, as 
a reason for Kennedy's friendliness to 
Sidener’s candidacy. 

“Judge sa.arvey is making a mountain 
out of a mole hill,” declared Sidener. 
“The facts in this case do not justify 
any criticism of my office nor do they 
prove that Kennedy, a Democrat, is 
working for my election to the Circuit 
Attorneyship. 

“Some time in January last, about the 
14th, Policemen Voyce and, Ledyard, 


arrested Kennedy and Claude Hoff onj| 


a charge .of selling liquor’ without: a 
license and I issued warrants for. them. 
When the case called to trial Hoff 
pleaded guilty. The evidence gathered 
by the .officers showed that Hoff as 
bartender at the club sold.drinks to the 
policemen, who were in plain clothes, 
and that he turned the money over to 
Kennedy, who was standing at the bar.

Police Captain Schwartz of the Cen- 
tral Distri¢t said he detailed Policemen 
Voyce al Ledyard on the case after 
he had en informed that Kennedy's 
club wasi'a rendezvous for hoodlums 
and other undesirable persons. He 
thought the facés gathered. by the of- 
ficers justified prosecution of the case. 
Policemen Voyce and Ledyard say they 
were unable to understand why the 
Prosecuting Attorney entered a nolle 
pros, as they regarded the case against 
Kennedy equally as strong as_ that 
against Hoff. They bought. drinks at 
the place twice and on each occasion, 
they say, Kennedy received the money 
from the bartender, Hoff, who served 
them. 

While the cases of Kennedy and Hoff 
were pending, the lid club which they 
were alleged to have operated suspend- 
ed business.

SUPREME COURT 
MAY REACH MILL 
TAX CASE IN YEAR 


Decision Then Depends’ on 
Granting of Possible Request 
to Advance Matter. 





RUNS NEARLY EIGHT YEARS 


City Officials Won’t Try to An- 
Swer Question, ‘“When Will 
Tax Be Collected? ”’ 





When is the mill-tax going to be col- 
lected ?, 

Why has it not been collected? 

These two questions, often asked, have 
been ‘revived by the recent verdict for 


more than a million and a half dollars 


in the city’s favor. 


City officials have ceased trying to 


answer the first question. The mill-tax 
case, in the nearly eight years that it 
has run, has given such a remarkable 
demonstration ot corporate resistance, 
and of the law’s delay, that no one 
officially connected with the suit will 
now venture to set a time when it may 
be expected to-end. 


Just now, in a way. the outlook seems 
Circuit Court the other day against the 
United Railways co. for  $1,571,267.66 
of, the nearly $2,000,000 due under the 
mill-tax. The company can appeal from 
this, as it has appealed from other judg- 
ments—but to protect its: property from 
attachment pending the appeal, it must 
file an appeal bond. That bond must 


j be for twice the amount of the judg- 


ment—and a bond for $3,142,535.32 is rot 

easily given, even by a big corporation. 
History of Litigation. 

But if the company should fail to give 
the bond, and if the city should obtain 
an execution and attach the company’s 
possessions up to the amount of the 
udgment, it would then have a street 
car line or two on its hands, and it has 
no power, under the charter, to operate 
such a line for revenue. Also, if® the 
company should later win its case in the 
Supreme Court, the city would. have to 
give back all it had taken, with interest. 

The second question—‘“‘Why has the 
mill-tax not been collected?’’—city offi- 
cials are willing to answer. The answer 
contains the history of the long litiga- 
tion. 

At the request of the Post-Dispatch 
City Councelor Walther outlined to a 
reporter the successive steps in the 
legal fight to obtain the money from the 
company. 

The mill tax ordinance went into ef- 
Se in 1904. It required street car com- 
panies—there were then two distinct 
and competing ecorporations—to pay ‘to 
the city. one-tenth of a cent, or one 
mill, for every 5-cent passenger car- 
ried. These payments, the ordinance 
directed, must be made quarterly. Fail- 
within .10 .days 
after receiving notice from the city that 
the money. Was due, was declared to: be 
a misdemeanor, punishable by a police 
court fine of $100 to $500. Eas" day's 
failure to pay, it was ordained, should 
constitute a separate offense. 

Contract Contention, 

Soon after the mill tax law went into 
effect, a suit to restrain the city from 
enforcing it was filed in -the Federal. 
Court, the companies alleging that the 
new requirement was an‘impairment of 
contract. The companies contended that 
their franchises were a contract with 
the city under which they made certain 
payments for their privileges, and that 
they could nyt be reyusred to puy more, 

Federal Judges Finkelnburg and 
Adams here upheld this contention, but 
the United States Supreme Court in 


| November, 1908, reversed their judgment, 


holding that the franchises contained 
no such contract as the traction lawyers 
sought to reau into them. 

This decision, which was not affected 
by some later skirmishing in the Fed- 
eral courts, left the city free to go 
ahead and collect the tax by whatever 
means it could, without interference 
from the United States courts on any 
such ground as that which had been 
considered. 

But it did not enable the city to put 
its hands on the money due. 

Two methods lay. before Charles W. 
Bates, then City Counselor. One was to 
prosecute the companies—or the cor'n- 
pany, for the rival lines had consolidat- 
ed late in 1906—in police court and get 
the money through a mass of fines. 

The other possible method was to 
sue for the amount due, as for a aebt. 
This plan was followed. 

Delay by Injunction. 

Bates instituted suits at the Febru- 
ary term of court In 1908. The United 
Kailways Co. delayed matters some- 
what by an injunction proceeding, but 
later withdrew the injunction petition 
and filed a demurrer, which was con- 
ridered by Circuit Judge.Homer. He 
overruled the demurrer Feb. 14, 1910, and 
the company then began its defense. 

City Counselor Walther, who had suc- 
ceeded to the litigation in the mean- 
time, filed more suits as amounts due 
for the recurring quarters accrued, and 
he also demanded that the Issues  al- 
ready settled by the Federal Court be 
left out of the company's defense. He 
won his motion to strike out a large 
part of the defense, amd Noy. 7, 1911, 
the first actual trial of a suit for mon- 
ey due the city under the mill tax be- 
gan in Judge Grimm’s Court. March 
lt, last, Judge Grimm rendered a judg- 


| ment for the full amount comprised in 


the. suit, amounting, with ——— to 
$62,828.20. 

The company moved for a new trial, 
end this motion was overruied Oct. 14 
The company has until the first Mon- 
day in December to file an appeal from 
this judgment. 

Behind on Its Docket. 

The second suit, heard by Judge Fish- 
er, is the only one which has thus far 
reached the State Supreme Court on 
tppeal. Judge Fisher gave a judgment 
for the city Feb. 5 last, in the sum of 
$56,967.50, and May 6 he overruled a mo- 
tion for a new trial.. The company ap-

The reluctance of the Landaus to an- 
swer is due, Leo Landau told on the 
stand, to the fear that the present hear.

The information that the company, in 
one instance, raised elevén check stubs 
$1000 each, a total of $11;000 more than 
the amount paid out, was revesied by 
Attorney Levinson and was confirmed 
by Schwartz's replies to Levinson’s 
questions.

Troubles crowd thick and * on John- 
s0n today. The most sensational de- 
velopment of the Lucille Cameron ab- 
duction case is the assertion that the 
ederal grand jury intends to investi- 
wate eharges that Johnson, on his the- 
atrical tours, forced his attentions on 
the white chorus giris in his company, 
threatening them with dismissal if they 
did not submit. The first intimation of 
the vile happenings on these theatrical 
tours is said to have been given to the 
grand jury by the pugilist’s own broth- 
er. 

The second sensation in the case came 
when the negro. was sued for $25,000 for 
alienating the affections of fhe mulatto 
wife of another negro, 

Next, it was announced, Johnson 
would lose the license for his “‘Cafe de 
Champion,” Nov. 1, and finally it was 
said the Government would prosecute 
him on a charge of smuggling jewels 
into the country. 

Shot by Negro’s Wite. 

It was Willard Davis, a negro rail- 
road man, who sued Johnson for dam- 
ages for alienating the affections of his 
wife, Adah Banks Davis. The woman 
was a singer in Johnson's cafe. She 
quarreled with Johnson last Thursday 
about the Cameron girl, it is said, and 
shot at him. The bullet struck a toe 
and he is walking with a limp He 
caused a warrant to be issued for Mrs. 
Davia, but so far the warrant has not 
been served. Davis is an employe of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, and accuses 
Johnson of breaking up his home. The 
Davis woman was served with a Federal 
rand jury subpena. . 

The grand jury continues to —— 
wate Johnson’s associations with differ- 
ent women. It is currently reported to- 
day that an Indictment will be returned 
charging him with bringing gtiris into 
the State for immoral purposes.

SHOW IRREGULAR CHANGES

NEW TORE, De Oct. 24. — Heh org Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
vitw today, says: 

“Both in Burope ard in New York 
today’s movement on the Stock Ex- 


change indicated that, for the time, 
at any rate, the ——— of liquida- 
tion had spent its force. 

“Consols, it is true, were nearly % 
point lower at Lonion, and the En- 
glish market seemed to be suffering 
from renewed though rather vague 
apprehension. But prices at Paris 
were rather firm, and the Berlin mar- 
ket steadied, in the face of the rise 
in the German Bank rate, 

“That advance had, however, been 
manifestly ° foreshadowed by last 
week’s marking up of official rates 
at London and Paris. 

As a matter of fact, the new rate 
fixed at Berlin today is no higher 
than that which prevailed at this date 
in each of the three past years; and 
German finance, which had been 
pointed out a month ago as the con- 
spicuously weak spot, is justified in 
congratulating itself that the Gérman 
Bank was the most deliberate of all 
the great European institutions in 
making any change. 

Market Is Irregular. 


‘‘Here at New York, Stock Exchange 
prices opened virtually unchanged, and 
the arbitrage house bought ‘moderately 
for London account. There was an 
early fractional advance; then an hour 
or two of dullness; then a fresh decline, 
which carried down prices of many ac- 
tive stocks a point or so. 

‘But this decline, which seemed to be 

a matter of. professional ‘bear pres- 
sure,” stopped as abruptly as it had 
begun, and a slow recovery ensued, up 
to the close. 
“Underneath this irregularity of: move- 
ment, there was plainly enough display- 
ed the existence of a substantial ‘‘short 
interest’’ and of a disposition among 
other. interests to buy Stocks on con- 
cessions. Very possibly, more will be 
heard from both quarters in the near 
future. 

‘Tt is a very unusual situation, which 
is presented here, of investment securi- 
ties broken far below their recent level, 
and wholly because of conditions preva- 
lent on foreign markets, at a time when 
news. concerning the fundamentals .of 
American prosperity is better than any 
one would’ have ventured to predict, 
a month or two ago. 


Money Is Higher. 


“It was only in the last half hour that 
call money advanced to 6 per cent. Aft- 
er rising nearly 4 cent at the opening 
of the news of the hfgher German bank 
rate the foreign exchange market re- 
acted, closing near the level of yes- 
terday. 

“That market was governed again by 
the unusual requirements incident to the 
ipaying for securities arriving from 
Europe, These-engacements were heavy 
and it was evident that some important 
financial operations would be undertaken 
in connection with next week’s Lon- 
don Stock Exchange settlement. 

“The banks here suffered a further 
loss of cash to the interior, and with- 
drawalg through the sub-treasury en- 
Jarzged the net outgo since ‘Friday to 
$9,000, 

“In other words the net paymente 
by Wall street banks to the sub- 
treasury for the account of interior 
correspondents just ahout equals th-- 
actual surplus reported by all clear- 
ing house institutions last Saturday. 

“Such large remittances to out-of- 
town markets, which are unusual so 
late in the crop season, are due in 
nart to the extraordinary loan account 
which the interior banks have cre- 
ated in this city, 

“Those lenders are now experienc- 
ing a much breadér demand for monev 
at home and, with the increased de- 
mand.from mereantile borrowers,’ it 
is natural for the intéfior banks to 
call loang here and otherwise draw 
heavily against their New York bal- 
ances.
